Chiselling 


‘Thé N.R.A. campaign in the United States, if it has not added a new 
word to the vocabulary of the American people. has at least given a popu'ar 
and significant meaning to an old word,.and has brought that word into 
every day conversation. It is being used by evervhody from Pres‘dent Rooce- 
velt to the man on the street corner. The word is “Chisel,” “Ch‘selled,” 
“Chiselling.” it has become an accepted slang phrase, and like so many 
slang words and phrases it is very appropriate for the use to which it is 
being put. 

In its usually accepted meaning, “Chisel” is the name of an instrument 
of iron or steel used in carpentry, joinery, cabinet work, masonry, scr lpture, 
etc., for. paring, hewing, or gouging. In its slang adaptation jt is appl’ed to 
mean “‘to cut close,” as in a bargain; in a word, to cheat. 

Thus, under the now almost universal N.R.A. codes in the United States 
providing for. shortening hours of labor, increasing wages, controlling sales 
prices, regulating production, the word is being applied to the individual or! 
the concern which by one devious means or another seeks to pare off a little 
here or there from the spirit of the agreement into which they have entered, 
or to gouge a little out of their workmen or their customers. Such individ- 
uals or concerns are known as “Chisellers,” and the tactics employed by 
them as “chiselling.” They are apt and expressive words when so used. 

One is inclined to extend the applicat'on of these terms beyond the 


many people in all lands and of all classes and conditions to life itself, its 
manifold duties and responsibilit‘es.’ ‘ 

There is the boy and girl in school whose education is being provided for 
them possibly at great expense and very real sacrifices by their parents but 
who, instead of applying themselves dil'gently to their studies for the few 
brief years of school training, are just “chiselling” their way through devot- 
ing only sufficient time and thought to their work to “get by” but not really 
and éarnestly striving to.make the most of their opportunities. They are 
responsible for waste all round,—waste of money and of personal sacrifice 


teacher’s time and effort. They are chiselling something out of their own 
lives which, to their lasting regret in later years, they éan never replace. 
There is the teacher who, instead of giving of their very best to their 


“get by” their inspector and retain their. positions by having a sufficiently 
satisfactory number of “passes” by their pupils irrespective of the fact as to 
whether or not real instruction has been given to them. 

There are ‘the “clock watching” employees, clerks,- stenographers, work- 
men in all trades, laborers in every field, who, instead of striving to give a 
maximum of efficient service in return for the wages paid to them, are time- 
servers, doing just as little as they can, gouging their employers of time and 
effort which rightfully belongs to them. On the other hand, there is the 
employer who in one way or another gouges his most faithful employees. 

There is the contractor and the manufacturer who gouges the public by 
using shoddy instead of pure materials, who pares off. a port’on of the right- 
ful amount of material that ought to go into the production of an article or 
in the construction of a building‘ and who is not above slipping one or two 
imperfect articles into a sh‘pment of goods, or using some defective material 
in a building where it is buried away from sight. They are chisellers, and 
are indifferent to the fact that their chiselling may result in disaster, great 
loss and suffering to others. : 

There is ‘the debtor on the one hand who resorts to every kind of

on the other hand who takes advantage of the difficulties of his debtors to} 
despoil them for all they have regardless of the fact that those difficult‘es 
may be beyond the debtor’s control and which to the best of his ability he 
is striving to overcome. Both classes are chisellers.. - : 

There is that large group who have a perverted twist or. kink in their 
characters which induces the belief that it is all right to try and get the 
best of Governments,—persons who will smuggle, persons who “chisel” with 
great ingenuity when filling out an Income Tax form, persons who surrepti- 
tiously use their radios or motor cars without a license, and so forth and so 
‘on, ‘ . . 

Then there are numerous people who “chisel” in the discharge of their 
general obligations as citizens. Men and women, for. example, who are too 


in public.office who are endeavoring to serve the public welfare; who char- 
acterise politics as dirty and corrupt.and who stand aloof therefrom instead 
of discharging their own duty and actively assisting to. raise the standard of | 


Possibly each and every one of us is a chiseller in ‘one way or another, 
And it might not be a bad idea for all of us to take stock of cur own attitude 
towards many things and thus seek to discover just wherein we are 
chisellers. : 

Then, there is the other phase of chiselling. The sculptor who takes an 
uncouth block of wood, stone or marble and chisels away until there emerges 
a thing of beauty. Such a one is typical of many men and women who are 
devoting their lives to chiselling away the sordidness, the ugliness, the evil 
of life. They are engaged in removing the grime that may have accumulat- 
ed and buried that which is beautiful and good. 

The vital question is: What kind of a chiseller are you?

Leaving Pacific For Summer 


U.S. Fleet Is Ordered To Concentrate 
In Atlantic 

The United States fleet will be con- 
centrated in the Atlantic next spring 
for the first time in almost four years. 

President Roosevelt authorized the 
first line of defence to start steaming 
from the Pacific to the east coast 
affer the winter months..It will re- 
turn to the Pacific in the fall. 

The fleet, comprising the battle and 
scouting forces—the latter formerly 
known as. the Atlantic fleet—have 
been stationed in the Pacific since the 
spring of 1932, 

During the past. 18 months the 
navy has explained that the scouting 
force was_kept in the Pacific for rea- 
sons of operating economy. The situa- 
tion in the far east was understood, 
however, to have played a consider- 
able part in the retention of the full 
fleet in the Pacific. 

The reason given for the order to 
return was explained by Henry L. 
Roosevelt, assistant secretary of the 
navy, as a return to the fleet’s normal 
opérating policy.

Had Outitinding Career 


Director Of Pasteur. Institute Dies 
After Long Illness 

Pierre Paul Emile Roux died in 
Paris at the age of 80 after a long 
and outstanding career as director of 
the Pasteur Institute and collabora- 
tor with Louis Pasteur in studies of 
bacteriology and diseases like diph- 
theria. 

He had suffered from tuberculosis 
for 40 years while a colleague, Dr. 
Albert Calmette, who died Oct. 29, 
struggled to find a cure for the dis-' 
ease, : : 

To much of the world ‘Dr. Roux 
seemed an ascetic recluse, for he ate 
simply, slept on a hard camp bed, and 
spent much of his time in research. 
From 1904 to 1918 he directed the 
Pasteur Institute. 

He studied infectious diseases and 
hydrophobia and produced vaccines 
in collaboration with Pasteur and 
others. for anthrax, dread cattle 
scourge, He aided also in the develop- 
ment of diphtheria toxins. With Dr. 
Behring he received the Nobel prize 
for their work on serum therapeutics.

British Aviator Has Amazing 
Escape When Forced 'To Jump 
on Spinning Research Trials 


Flight Lieut. C, 8. Staniland, test 
pilot and racing motor car driver, had 
an amazing escape from death when 
he was making special research spin- 
ning trials with a secret type of aero- 
plane near Colnbrook, Middlesex, re- 
cently. Spinhing trials form part of 
the routine work in the testing of new 
British aeroplanes, and these trials 
are first done by the manufacturers 
and are repeated by the official test 
pilots of the air ministry's experi- 
mental stations, 

Often considerable risks must be 
taken by these pilots when ‘some 
novel feature is being tried out or, 
as in this instance, special research 
work is being done; but they develop 
special faculties for dealing with 
emergencies. It is doubtful if, in. the 
whole history of flying any test pilot 
has had such an anxious moment as 
Flight Lieut. Staniland. 

He was - performing special re- 
search spinning trials’at about 7,000 
feet when a flat spin developed with 
high rate of rotation: For some time 
he endeavored to extricate the ma- 
chine but without success... Finally 
he decidéd the time had come when 
he must’ jamp with his parachute. 
The aeroplane was spinning to the 
right and he decided to jump over 
the left side of<fthe.fuselage in order 
to fall clear of .the machine. 

* Owing to the direction and speed of 
rotation of the aeroplane, however, 
Flight Lieut. Staniland was immed- 
fately hurled back into the rear cock- 
pit of the machine.” “Fortunately he 
had not begun to ‘pull the zip cord 
of his parachute, so that the canopy 
was still in the pack.

Following in the Sitetigs of Edi- 
son, the world-famous inventor, whom 
she claims as a remote relative, a 
Lancashire woman has to her credit a 
number of. remarkable inventions. 

Under her maiden name of Nell 
Bradshaw:she has patented some ex- 

In the drawing-room of her home 
at Heaton Chapel, near Manches- 
ter, Miss Bradshaw has her newest 
inventions set out on the carpet, and 
even on the piano stool, 

Her four latest and most import- 
ant inventions are a lamp for pene- 
trating fog at sea or on land; an 
improved robot signalling apparatus, 
an anti-drowning life-jacket; and a 


thief alarm for unattended motor. 


With the curtains of the drawing- 
room closed, Miss Bradshaw demon- 
strated the capabilities of her lamp 
for penetrating fog or darkness. 

The lamp was built externally of 
copper, and with a series of lens¢s 
inside the “bull's eye.” 

Miss Bradshaw switched on the 
light and’ directed. it to the farthest 


corner of the room. | 


So powerful was the effect that 
a pin head on the wall could be seen 
quite plainly at a distance of 15 feet. 


The light itself was amber, and = 


the current was. taken from one of 
the ordinary wall sockets. 

“By using a more powerful lamp at 
sea,” declared Miss Bradshaw, “it 
‘would be possible to dispel fog for a 
distance of at least five ship -lengtths 
away. 

. "That distance could be increased 
by building the entire lamp on a larg- 
er scale still, 

“It has been tested on the road 
by the Stockport police and two of 
the principal bus companies oper- 
ating in the North, and now the Min- 
istry of Transport has taken an in- 
terest in it.” ~ 


- Miss Bradgaaw then showed her 


life-jacket, which is made of rubber 
and is fitted with four pockets, 

It is intended for use by - life- 
guards at seaside places, and by ship- 


~| wrecked seamen and airmen, who are 


forced to come down on the water. 

By inflating a tube attached to the 
jacket it is always ready for an emer- 
gency. 

It is worn like a short water-prcof, 
but as soon as the wearer gets into 
the water the lower edges spread out 
on the surface like a circular lifebelt. 

This keeps the upper part of the 
body erect and clear of the water 
entirely, and Miss Bradshaw claims 


.jthat a non-swimmer could paddle 


about the water for days if necessary. 

One of the pockets is fitted with 
a “baby” wireless transmitting set 
so that an S.O.S. can be sent out. 

Another’ pocket contains a compass, 
a third a revolver, and the fourth 
pocket is packed with foodstuffs. 

Miss Bradshaw further claims 
that. she invented 12 years ago, a 
similar system of robot street signals 
to that which is in use today. 

“I was born in New York,” she 
explained, “but came to England 
when I was quite young. 

‘I have always been interested in 
the question of life-saving, whether 
ashore or afloat, and nearly all my 
ideas have that object behind them. 
Financial gain never concerns me.

The Text Of Paul’s Sermon, verses 
22,23.Pointing probably to the mag- 
niticent statues near by, Paul began 
by saying, “Ye men of Athens, in all 
things I perceive that ye are very re- 
hgious.” As many have recalled, “Ye 
men of Athens” are the classical 
words familiar through the writ.ngs 
of Thucydides and Demosthenes. Tne 
Greek word translated very “relig- 
ious’ means literally ‘‘more” ‘God- 


fearing. It could be taken as a com-}| 


pliment or the reverse. The reverse 
meaning: is given in the Authorized 
Vers.on as “too superstit.ous,” and in 
the margin of the Revised Version as 
“somewhat superstitious.” Paul must 
have intended his words as a compii- 
ment, for, as Dr. A, T. Robertson re- 
marks, it seems unlikely that he 
would give his audience a slap in the 
face at the very start, Paul was al- 
ways courteous; he was .“a fine old 
Virginia gentleman,” a Southerner as- 
serts. : 

“A modern St. Paul, preaching on 
an American Mars Hill, might charge 
the American pepple with being ‘too 
superstitious,’ as did Paul the Athen- 
ians,”’ comments the Christian Advo- 
cate of Nashville. ‘‘According to a 
writer in Popular Science we are now 
having a wave of superstition such 


as has not been since the Middle |——— 


Ages. This mania takes the form of 
patronizing fortune-telling devices of 
all kinds. One hundred and twenty-five 
million dollars is the sum Spegt an-+ 
nually on such foolishness. That*sensi- 
ble people should patron.ze_ these 
frauds is one of the vagaries. for 
which we have no explanation. 

As he had walked about their city, 
Paul told them, he had noted the ob- 
jects of their worship, and had come 


across an altar with this inscription, 
“To an Unknown God.” 


“Immortal Greece, dear land of glori- 
ous lays,

SIR JOHN SIMON |Reoserett Anncunces 


ON ARMS POLICY 
OF GREAT BRITAIN 


London, Eng.—Sir John Simon, 
British Foreign Secretary laid the 
issue of disarmament before the 
House of Commons. He frankly 
recognized the gravity of the hour, 
but he dismissed deplorable exaggera- 
tions.” 

Whether Germany remained at 
Geneva or not, the British cabinet 
minister declared, the supreme a'm 
of Britisa policy would be to. pro- 
mote reconciliation — to endeavor 
to reconcile Germany’s demand for 
equality with France's desire for se- 
curity. That was the’ general political 
issue. 

Sir John’s exposition of British.dis- 
armament policy, with full cabinet 
backing, was designed to meet the 
attack from two ‘sides—from Labor 
members clamoring for further dis- 
armament and from Conservative die- 
hards seeking further strengthening 
of the forces. 

“At a time like this, when the in- 
ternat’onal system set up since the 
war is in jeopardy, we have declared 
ourselves without any qualification 
believers in and upholders of the 
League of Nations as the best possi- 
ble instrument for international 
peace,” declared Sir John. 

“We shall not get out of our diffi- 
culties by trying for -isolation when 
the conditions for isolation have dis- 
appeared. We have an immense mor- 
al authority to assert and we shall 
use it by making no special or secret 
alliance with or against any country, 
but work for friendship and peace be- 

’ tween them all.” 

There were early signs of the com- 
ing storms in parliament. Sir John 
took a dig at David Lloyd George, 
who sat in the front opposition bench, 
as an international movie star. He re- 

‘ferred to Lloyd George’s talk on dis- 
armament for a news-ree] film. 
‘ The minister had hard words also 
for Sir Stafford Cripps, one of La- 
bor’s leaders, for his declaration at 
Bristol that in disarmament Britain 
had done nothing; that the British 
disarmament convention draft, bas's 

..of Geneva discussions, would “make 
the gods laugh.” 

He described Sir Staffords state- 
ment as “a classic example of the 
morbid delight which some English- 
men take in face of the plainest facts 
in fouling their own nest. 

“When an appeal is made for fa'r 
plav for Germany, are we not entitled 
to demand fair play for Britain too?” 

’ he asked.

John continued, for any man to seek 
to exploit the peaceful sentiment of 
British homes by. falsely »pretending 
there was any difference between the 
two sides of the House of Commons 
in the desire for peace 

Sir John only gave some figures to 
show what Britain had actuallv done 
for disarmament. Since 1914.her cap- 
ital ships had been’ cut from 65 to 15; 
her cruisers from 108 to 54; her de- 
stroyers from 216.to 152; her subma- 
rines from 74 to 59; torpedo boats 
from 106. to nil. 


The naval personnel had heen re- 


duced from 152000 to 90,000; the 
regular army had been reduced from 
258,996 to 206.534. The Indian army 
, had been cut by 17,000; the air force 
by 20 per cent. since the post-war 
period. : 

“Shame,” interrupted a voice from 
the Conservative benches, when Sir 
John said Britain now stood no high- 
er than fifth in the list of national air 
forces. 

“Great Britain is using and wil 
continue to use every effort,’ he said, 
“to promote international conciliation 
and disarmament.” 

Nothing had occurred, he added, “to 
justify Germany’s shock tactics~ in 
leaving the League of Nations.” 

“The most material contribution to 
restoring the confidence of Europe 
would be an international disarma- 
ment agreement. to which Germany 
must be a party.”

It is intended 2,000,000 men shall 
be put on a self-sustaining basis by 
Nov. 26 and that an additional 2,000,- 
000 men may be ‘put on this basis by 
Dec, 15. 

Approximately 3,000,000 families 
are now being cared for by public 
relief. agencies, a reduction since 
April of 1,500,000 families.
